ness of the first Amtsbhef/ JQ3T.. An added complication ureie the 
shortage of personnel with the necessary babk^.ound and knowledge of 
foreign countries- a factor of,. special inportanoo in dealing with 
.Griippe VI 0 in qp far as' it ' dealt with countries such as Japan, Ohiha, 
the Dutch East Indies, Turkey,-. Sya?ia,. etc. . In approaching the 
question ctf Amt 'VI c^erations .in such territory therefore, one must 
. not look for ai^ prepared plan at the .outbreak of v/ar; -. such plans 
simply did pot ejdst. The German principle of concentrating on one 
point at a time, applied equally well in its inteliigenoe as in. its 
militeiry- operations. The. ScWer^uiict in the first years of the war 
was rfamotp from, the Par and Middle East, .and, it was .not until the 
summer of 1941 that Gruppe. Vl 0 became important as a result pf the 
Russian oonpaign. Oharaoteristibally enough the main effort of the 
• Gruppe ■was oonopntrated then on "Unternehmen Zeppelin”. -. When .that 
e ffort faU jed^ it wa s top la‘te,,to exploit other territory suph.as Persia

The Gruppe had few personnel and had no Beauf tragte outside cf 
Germai^, for reasons whioh are self-evident, in view of the territory 
all'oted to it. Little is known of its activities at this early 
stage, but it is not difficult to appreciate the situation with 
whioh the Gruppe was faced, ' ’ It is to be noted that Turkey and, 
the Near East did not come under the oon'tool, of the Gruppe but were 
dealt with at that time by Gruppe 'VI D. (See Appendix l)

The function: of these Ref erenten vras the collection of 
informtion regarding Russia from the interrogation of travellers and 
merchaint seamen passing between the -two countries; their report's were 
sent to Amt 'VI -with copies to SALISCH At Blondber'g, The Referen-fcan 
main-taihed close liaison be’bween themselves and held regular conferences 
at Bloinberg under SALISQII. This abti'vlty continued until September 
i9i»0 'when SALISCH vreis relieved of his position, (SALISGH later became 
Pplizei praesident in Blomberg : and was shot by. the Geirnmns in February 
1945 as a result of his desciro to surrender Blomberg to the Russians), 
and thereafter the Ref orenten acted independently and more positively 
by atten^ting -to es-fcablish their own con’to.ota v/ith suitable personal- 
ities in ccmmeroial, industrial, and scientific circles. It need 
hEurdly be said of course, that opera tipns of this type did not po#oduce 
much intelligence of any value, -•

theatre, the only RSHA represen-tation being through the api^iii-tment in 
4942 of the Polizei Attache, MEISINGER, a Bavarian friend of MUELLER, 
and quite inccmpetent from the intelligence point of view. It is 
significant' that at this early stage, the Referent for the Par East 
was a mere Untorscharf uehrer . 

6 . Changes before the Summer of 1941 « 

Before the major change in the Gruppe took place with 
the start of the Russian campaign in June 1941, there were several

Rof orat cf th^^^jtajbac^^^t___ 
which had succeeded in es-tablishing qer-tain contsC^^s with

(a) The (^heral poaltlon at the outbreak of war ?~ , . •• 

No Special iinpprtahoe had been attached to. the 
Near and Middle East as a theatre cf espionage activity, by Amt VI in 
the early days of. the \yar^ in spite of the Obvious advantages offered . 
by Turkey as a neiatbal country fnan wliioh special efforts oquld be 
directed against the fertile field that the Arab spea^ng countries 
offered for espionage and subybrsipni There was no. subtle reason 
for this lack of interest, and it is not nece.sSa:^ to go any further 
than the. general weakness and • inefficiency of the Amt as a yftiole t? 
appreciate’ the situation. There was nb well defined Amt Vl polit^ 
rnorRTjjjiytf'^tb ig Near E ast an|^ the difficuitios of personnel^ training, 
andvbai^grcnjnaF^Jst always be borne in mind. It was not until ti^e 
summer of 1940 that the Amt made its first efforts at penetration 
in the Near and Middle East, and these efforts bore all, .the hall- 
marks of JOST's haphazard and ncrmally futile methods; diiough curiously 
enough in this theatre the developments turned out better than Amt VT 
direotion of affairs warrah'^ed, ..... . 

■(b) MOYZISCH and DUPLITZER in Turkey ;- 

" ^OYZISCH toived’ in Ankara representa-five 

in June 1940, being foll^ed shortly aftorTO.rds bv rDyT^^JiiK. who took 
up his appointment at Istanbul. Ey early 1941 MOYZISCH had . succeeded 
in establishing himself in the country with gobd relations existing 
between himself and the Foreign Office representative there, in itself.. , 
no mean- f eati' His activities however were obtained to Turkey ' itself 
on which cOuntf'y he was required to' submit regular political reports. 
There had been no questioii ^ using the country as a base of operations 
against the neighbouring Arab countries. For reasons e^qplained in , . 

Fart' III, MOYZISOH, adopted a; policy of caution in; his affairs in Turkey, 
which in the absence of any precise instructions from LANGIOTZ, then 
Referent VI E 4.0 ontr oiling Turkey, was' in fact the best policy possible 
in the oircumstanoes. and which was to bear 'fruit in the ensuing years. 
DUPIjITMEl^crweve'r had acted' more in the normal fashion ; of the Amt 'VI 
-BoaorSagt^'TTith-^he^usuai’' results of friction and bad feeling.

are characteristic of the method or lack cf method adopted by Amt 'VI 
in its early work. Little need be said of this early work, for the 
inefficiency of which .they had every valid excuse in the circumstahoes. 
By tyje time both SCHELLENBBRG and GRAIFE had. taken oyer their new , 
appointments, the Russian campaign hhd beguiii, the' abortive Arab 
revolt took place soon afterwards, an almost immediate consequence 
of which was the occupation of Syria and later Persia by British and 
Russian troops, an event which took thie German colony there oq^letely 
by surprise, including MA'YR and GAMDTHA. As far as Amt 'VI was 
concerned, the event brought to an end their representa.tion there, 
and with the main offort of Gruppe VI. 0 now directed towards the 
Eastern Front, the fact was accepted with resignation and without 
any alternative plan, a lack of foresight which hardly merited ithih 
windfall cf MAYR's somewhat dramatic, message thrc>ugh Tokio more 
than a year later. By the end cf 1941 MAYR and GAMOTHA' were Just 
'missin|g' as far as Gruppe VI 0 was oonoerned. ..

The critical sphere in the Middle East however in 
Iran where much depended on the attempts to take advantage ‘of the situation 
offered to the Amt by MAYR arwi SCHULZE. There one immediate danger fz'om 
the. Allied. point, of view had been removed. by the capture of some of MA^'s 
documents by the security authorities^ which documents.. had had the inestimable 
value of allowing the Allied authorities to know the enemy with whom they had 
to contend. Nevertheless the situation was still dangerous, and was in the 
event rendered 'less dangerous, by the incorrect inteiqjretation of the situation 
on the part of both Gn: 5 )pG VI C and the Abwehr. The cooperation that had 
existed between the SD and the Abwehr in Persia had forced a corresponding 
degree of cooperation on the part, of the' same authorities in Berlin, and 
the operations carried out to- exploit the siiiuatton were . Joint effor-^s.

The MUPTI proved to be a costly failure. The only other opi§rat±dn to 
Arab territory involving the use of his followers was the(J^i^AE^^___ 
e:qpedition which landed in Iraq in November 1944. This opePSWorr^^ 
consisted of four Arabs without any German in charge, the Arabs being 
members of the MUPTI groups which had undergone training at the Hague 
sabotage school the previous year. The enterprise had been directed 
by the MUPTI himself and not by VI C, though of course the latter were 
aware of its nature. The group was provided with W/T, and had the 
mission of organising armed bands to attack Jews and Jewish interests 
in Iraq and Palestine. Two of the party were arrested a few hours after 
landing.

Tho informa'tion thus 
ob-tainod was "to bo. handled by specialists on thoso subjects, a principle 
which entailed a high do,grpo of collabora'tion v/ith o-thor institutions, 
mainly the Rosoarch. Institutes on Russia' which operated overtly bbforo 
the war. A rosult of this v/as that Gruppo VI G under KRALLERT oo-oporated 
more closely with Gruppo VI 0 'than v/i'th any 'other .Laondorgruppo.- It 
is not surprising thorof ore to find that during -the noried of its- most 
effective v/ork, tho obtaining of information, its evaluation, and 

available reached a hi^or standard 
' in' tmternohriiorir^^blin than in any othor Gruppo. 

The weakness of the system lay in its close dopondonco on 
military developments! V7hon "the Gorman armios began thoir retreats, , 
tho ofi^ctivenoss of Untornohmon Zoppolin v/as corrosondingly greatly 
docroasod.

EASCH -was now sucepodod by Hastuf SAKUTH who hold tho position 
until tho end of 19^3* His successor v/as Stubaf KUERECK who controllod 
not, only SANDBEIRGE but oh tho roorganisatiori of VI O' (2^) 'uttdbf' Stuf EAPP 
in' late 1944 , bocamo ihspoc tor of all conps undor tho control of 
Untornohmon Zoppolin. 

Sandborgo was ovacuatod in late 1944 as a' result of the Eussian 
advance and tho nmn training school sot up.at TE3*L in tho Sudotonland.

was eventually sent to a ooncentration.caup himself.

iii) Unternehmoi^^ins:- 

,^The leading figure in Unternobaen iiainz was the Georgian 
Sach a«KED IA. .a cheese-merohaht in Paris, who offered his seiTvices 
to the G.I.S. ■ KEDIA ciamiod to have many contacts in the Caucasus 
area frotti whom' 'information on Russia oould be .o'btained. KEDIA's 
offer was accepted by Gruppe' .'VI ,C (it is known -that KEDIA was also 
connected in sane [way 'wit.h Abwehf II at one tiine) and v/as eventually 
installed at BATTILI on' the Turkish Frontier. Through small groups 
pf Agents cfoBsi^. the frontier, KEDIA passed weapons,-, sabotage and 
propaganda material into Russia and, in return obtained, quantities 
of printed material, books and peribdicala of all kinds, moat of 
which was made available to the research departaaents of .Unternehmen 
Zeppelin. 

The operation ceased to yield results after the spring ,of 
191*4 owing to the difficulty of laaintaining contactg. 




The Above brief notes 'serve only -to give some iden of the .• 
sco^ and coraprehensiveness of Untornebnen “Zeppelin: . there is sa fax, 
little indica.tijon of wha.t .measure [of success attended Gruppe 'VI C . j,,.; 
for the erprroous expenditure ,pf time, draining arid agerita involved 
in the scheme. ;It panj, however, be said that Unternebnen Zeppelin 
was a far better conceived operational enterprise . thdri ary other undei«-.: ■ 
taken by Amt 'VI, probably owing to the enterprise ani enthusiasm of. . • • 
the .Gruppenleiter» GRAEPE. The UnternebASn lost, much of . its effeo- . 
tiveness after- his death, and was unable to. .stand -the. strain .of the 
Russian advances in 1944. ' There are also indications that the 
Russian themselves were active in counter-espionage work against 
■VI C (z), with what all-rourvi success is vinknown, as only isolated

, (a) ■ MOYZISCH in Ankara 

The first Amt VI efforts at the exploitation of the 1 

Middle East as a field of operations did not take place until the summer 
of 1940 , when MOYZISCH was sent to Ankara by LANGLOTZ, then Referent Vl 
D 4. MOYZISCH took up his appointment as assistant Commercial Attache in 
the German Babawsy in Juno 1940, being followed shortly afterwards by 
BUPLITZEIR, who tock up a similar appointment in Istajibul. 

MOYZISCH possessed no special qualifications for the post 
ho had to fill, but in his case certain factors operated in favour of 
Amt VI resulting in MOYZISCH proving to bo one of the more successful 
Hauptbeauftragte chosen by JOST. There was no well organised policy 
behind the appointment of MOYZISCH and there was very little connection 
between the more impressive paper organisation of Amt VI in 1939“40 and 
the actual wqrk carried out by it. MOYZISCH however had the misfortune 
in German eyes of hating Jev/ish blood in his veins, and in consequence 
welcomed the appointment to neutral territory where he would be reasonably 
s^e f ageist him because of his suspected Jewish 

His ''iiuf Sequent activity in Ankara was dependent on two consid- 
erations A his obtioei^ not to indulge in any activity that would either lead 
him to fall foul of the Foreign Office representative or which would promote 
bad relations between himself and the Turkish authorities, either of which 
eventualities might lead to a request for his recall to Germany, together with 





his equally groat coneetn. to give sufficient satisfaction to Amt VI 
in order that his recall' -would not c^e from that direction, MGYZISCp 
therefore pursued a policy of caution, one which suited Amt VI well, : 
as the normal Ifouptbeauftragte' appointed in,- the early days, . sharing 
MOYZISQH's laoK of training and baokgroundj had not . -tarried, in estab- 
lishitig "bad relations' all round, ■

Eventually it treLS decided to allow MOYZISCH to carry on in 
Ankara and to" supplement him by the. appointment of PAST, whose specific 
assignment tes-' to- work independently;. of MOYZISCH and working from 
Ankaray-to recruit agents' for penetration in'to the neighbouring Arabip 
countries, .

Reg "Eat niK)IP as, Vice-Ooiiaul in Is-fanb^i, a positibn he took up in June of 
that .year, WOIP, curiously enough, was an Amt IV officer, his pre-vlous 
experience having been confined to conducting special investigations on 
bebaif '.of -^t IV' in Norway and the Low Countries, 7/hilo thor€fore untrained 
in Amt VI work, WCIP ted had considerable experience in his cwn police 
duties and' vras well fitted for tho assignment he v/as given. This assignment 
■waS'ttet of establishing close and. personal relations both with the Turkish 
Police ate Turkish Intelligence Services in order to. exploit the possibility 
of working -with them, while in addition he ted the -tasks, more in keeping 
wi-th his pre-vious experience, cf supervising cbiisular and diplomatic circles 
in Turkey v/j.th a view to checking, any attenpts oh the part of these oiroles to 
contact the Allies, and also to discover whether any channels cf communioations 
existed through Torkey be-tw/oen resis-tance organisations in German occupied 
territory and their headquarters outside the country.

VI representatives in neutral and occupied territory 
to prepare ,I-Notze, and' R-M'otze in the evenl: of Allied invasion or expulsion 
fron ^neutral territoiy. Instructions for the pr^oration of the network were 
given to both WOIF- and MOYZISCH in the course of 1943, but vfhiie the scheme was 
regarded ■with a certain amount of enthusiasm in Berlin, i't received a.; very luke- 
waim reception from both i\mt VI representatives in Turkey, In Istanbul. KROEGEER, 
the W/T operator at tbe Consulate-General, vfas recruited for the purpose, but 
thpu^ agreeing to the assignment, had no intention of carrying it • out., , WOIF 
fcir his part pleaded lack of trained personnel, poihting but that only 
UEdilATLyiO was equipped for such a task.

1944 MOYZISCH in Ankara v/as successful in establishing a source of 
information \Yhich provided material cf consistently high importanpo obtained,, 
from direct access to secret documents relating to British interests in the 
Middle Eas’t;i-,,^ThQ material obtained was passed immediately hack to 

r Amt ironical feature of the Oicero, material that 

i.ts inportance was- such that fin the eyes of Amt VI it ms- treated with reserve, 
as it was suspected of being in the nature of an Allied plant. Intelligent 
use of the material might have given’ the Germans invaluable information on the- 
Second Front. In addition to this military information, the documents provided 
high grade political information. The source stopped completely in March 1944. 

( l ) The Remo Organisation . 

Tho exact nature of the PASHA and REMO organisations is still 
one of the unexplained points in the Middle East; and .it is only possible at 
the moment to indicate the broad lines of the available evideiioe. 



. The leading per somlity was a certain D3??^REI0 HE!RT Y>rho was the 
Near East reprosentative of the Deutsche Nachrichtenbuero'Tn'’^ OSTrp before tho 
outbreak of war, REICfpU^T was deported, as an undesirable alien, and from the 
end of 1940 continued his work in Turkey, where he remained until tho beginning 
of 1942 , Through his connections with tho DNB, REIOHERT was instrumental in 
building up a v/oll-organisod information service, with sources probably in Cairo 
itself, Tho organisation v/as not directed either by. Amt VI or by the Abwohr, but 
the information obtained by REICHERT; v/as made available to those two departments 
according to its nature, Jn addition REICHERT, also supplied information to the 
En^ssy, .the Propaganda Ministry, and the Poreign Office, .His chief assistant 
"*^1 taljhn jourJnalist, 

' ’ The information supplied by REICHERT’S organisation,, which went 

. ■ under the, name oi^ fe^HA ,jn ' the Abvvehr: in Amt VI, was cf .sufficiently 

.high quality, to suspicioui“^ its authenticity. It. was for 

this reason that Has tuf MOHR was. sent to Istanbul in 1942 with the assignment of 
working mth REICHffiT in order to establish whether or not .the information 
pbtained through these .souroos was genuine or smoke,. 

The sources of the PwiSH/i and REMO organisation are still unknown, 
and unfortunately REIOHERT himself cannot supply the answer as he was killed 
in an accident early in 1943- ZiU^lBONI returned to Italy in July 1943 when the 
network coasod to operate, 21AMB0NI himself v/as arrested in Rome and sent to 
Berlin for interrogation, as tho Germans themselves were still uncertain as to 
the rpliability of REICHERT’S organisation, 

;ZAMB0NI is nov/ under ■ interrogation at APHQ, and. the results of his 
interrogation may be instrumental in clearing up the outstanding points in the 
REMO organisa.ti.on. The other personality who should be treated as a priority 
target in connection with this still outstanding problem is R^tuf^MOIg^ himself, 
who returned to Germany some time in 1944, and was last repor^eS^n^ April 1945 
Reuter in Southern Germany,

(a) Recruitment of MA.3CR and G-AMO!IHA.tT 

The first eff carts cif 4mt VI at exploiting Persia 
as a sphere of operations were indeed half-hearted, but made a gocjd 
illustration of the working methods cf the ^t at that early date. Early 
"“'•^i n. . 1 9 40g^^on'*5fflp5pAratid Pra^ MAYER volunteered for service in, the 

Middle East and we]re accepted by JOST as prospective Beauf tragte for the 
Amt in Persia, Neither of the njsw recruits had ai^y background ejq)erienoe 
of tl^ country wfetever, nor was their kncuirledge of the language on any 
higher level:- their qualificjations for intelligence work apart frow 
these two not inconsiderable factors wore likewise nil. Nor could they 
in the position in which they found themselves locjk‘'to Amt VI for guidance 
and training ns the Amt had nothing -to offer them. There was no Referat 
at that time competent for the country and the best that JOST could do for 
them was to attach them for a spell to the then Gruppe VT H under Staf 
KNOCHEN (later Bd$ Paris) r/hich purported to specialise in such subjects 
as B-reanasomy, Semitism etc, outside Germany, the connection between 
that Gruppe and Iran not being too clear. Nevertheless the two agents 
..spent a short spell there virtually wasting time, although the Amt did 
rise on occasion to the provision of a few bodes on Persia Itself. JOST 
meantime was engaged in his normal difficulties of trying to persuade the 
,®.preign ^fice to grant the necossdry visas,

Cb) ... Mission of MAYR and GAMOTHA ;- 

i In reality, their troubles nov/ only began, not 
however by reason cf the complexity of the mission assigned to them, which 
consisted, merely of making themselves acquainted with the country and their 
surroundings pending the receipt cf further instructions frou Berlin, They 
were inevitably fated to ectne into conflict with the Foreign Office 
representatives. Their position on arrival therefore was that they were 
.both untrained in intelligence and in W/T, had received no instructions in 
sabotage methods, had been unable to obtain ary accurate information on the 
country itself prior to their departure, vyerfi- given no connections already 
existing in the country which they, could profitably exploit, Jiad been given 
no channel of communications apaj?t frem the Foreign Office, which facilities 
wore promptly refused them and last but not least, had been given no specific 
instructions on the nature of their mission. It is hardly surprising there- 
fore that the success or otherwise cf their stay in Iran would depend 
entirely on the intelligence and enthusiasm which they themselves displayed and 
not on any guidance from Amt VI.

'cCinitryTiTM’^osti^d 'to "" he cf short duration. In August 1941» Russian 
aiid Allied troeps occupied the country following on the attempted Arab 
revolt, an event which took the German colony completely by surprise and 
which oauked both MAYR and GAMOTHA to seek their own way of escape, 

GAMOTHA succeeded after a hazardous Journey in reaching Turkey where he was- 
interned. for a spell before retiirning to Germany in 1943 while MAYR sought 
refuge among ihe tribes with whom he had established contact. The results 
achieved by the two during their ft^y had of course been negligible, except 
for the. contacts whioh MAYR had Ji^de aunong the -tribes, a factor which was to 
prove of inp'ortanae later. MAYR remained in hiding throughout the winter 
during which time of course he was out cf contact with Amt VI who were unaware 
of his wheredbouts.

During MAYR*s stay in. Teheran he had contacted Dr, SCHUL2E, 
the I Luft representative at Tabriz, SOHULZE had arrived there, in 
1941 to carry out nconal Atwehr functions*. In -August 1941 SOHULZE 
atteiDpted to escape into Afghanistan but was arrested near the border and 
returned. to Toheran, where he was successful in obtaining sanctuary in the 
German Legation, claiming diplomatic cover. While negotiations were proc- 
eeding for his transfer to Allied authorities, SCHULZE succeeded ~in escaping 
and remained in hiding in the Teheran area for some eight months, in company 
with his v/ife* Tho situation therefore during the winter of 1941-42 was 
that both Amt VI and the -‘^bwehr had representatives in hiding in Persia 
without . hwever either service being aware of their location or being able 
to make ‘‘ bo with them, Tho subsequent events in Persia depended entirely 

on the personal initiative” of these two representatives,, 

;(e) . Developments in February 1942 ;- 

MAYR for Ms part remained politically inactive during the 
winter months in the Teheran region and it v.ras not until early in 1942 that 
ho felt safe enough to restart his activities, . By this time MAYR had got 
the •feel* of thOi country, and had already conceived himself in the role of 
a second •Lawrenpe of Arabia this time, however on behalf of Gtennary. His 
early first stops wore to create and foster an effective *fifth column* among 
tho Persian tribes which off ered good scope for such work. In February he 
was successful in re-establishing contact with SCHULZE by means of one of his 
couriers VAZIRI while at ‘the some time he visited the Japanese Legation in 
Teheran to discuss the situation with the Japanese there. Meantime a meeting 
was arranged betvireen MAYR and SCHULZE, . \vhen it was mutually arfdhged that the 
two should .agree to a f unpibional division of interest in Persia, ilAYR to 
concentrate on thp fostering of a fifth column and the organisation of a 
political espionage system,* while SCHULZE would deal with military matters. 

In April MAYR again contacted the Japanese Legation now due for e^^ulsion 
and at this meeting the Legation bequeathed MAYR with five old W/T sats, 
while Mi^YR gave the Japanese a message to be "sent to Berlin via Ankara and 
Tokyo giving an account of. the situation and suggesting a code which might 
bp used if MAYR were successful in getting his W/T sets to wOrk,

In spite of Ijhoso oporations hcwever the situation v/as not improved: apart 
from the laok of cohesion in policy between Berlin and Persia itself, there was 
.the additional factor that with the war situation now going against (^rmany, 
the tribes themselves were loss disposed to oo-Operate, especially in the 
South where SOH0LZE had been living on unfulfilled promises* Indeed SC3HUL2E’ a 
arid KURMIS’s group remained virtual prisoners throughout the winter. of 1943 
and were unsuccessful in making any Vf/T contact with Berlin, Meanwhile 
the Qashgai brothers themselves were under arrest in Cairo and negotiations 
wore opened up for an exchange of personnel. Finally in March 1944 SCHULZE 
and throe others were handed over to the British xUithorities, KIJSMIS however 
avoiding capture by committing suicide. 

The situation in the North had come to a head evon more 
rapidly. In August’ 1943 ^ Persian amy officer was arrested and admitted 
having been in contact with MAYR, Through this lead ROCKSTROH was 
arrested with his W/T set on the 14th, M^iYR himself the following day, 
and HOLZAEFEL on the 1 6 th. The arrest of GRILLE, the other member, ms 
not long delayed. The Dora Group ms liquidated soon afterwards. Thus 
by October 1943 the -MAYI^SOHULZE onteipjriso had been virtiially ended, 

5. 6yria, Iraq, Palestine , 

.. The general picture giving the background of Amt VI 
activity in these countries has already been given in Part I, There 
was of course no direct representation in any of these countries and 
exploitation of the territory was variously carried out from Turkey under 
FilST and DUPLIT2ER, under the Unternohmeni OTTO in 1941 “43 and directly 
by Gruppe VI 0 in 1943"45# follwing paragraphs theref ore merely 
sunamrise the missions which \roro directed by these various controlling 
agencies, in chronological order, 

(b) The Rxpadop • Mis s i on ; - 

The R).p>adoponlos mission in June 1943 represented. the 
first attempt by Dions tollo JOOO under VI p/O to penetralje the. Middle 
East, the mission given t ^j (^apa doponlos arid his oompani o yT^VI^ 
being one of sabotage and moral subversion. The missipn was a !Fa^ure 
although LnVRBITTIADES T^as eventually roloased after interrogation and 
made. his way to Cairo, The operation was an unimportant one, except 
that it was .the first sign of any iunt VI activity in the Middle-East 
theatre, 

(o) . The Swedkqwioz Mission: - 



' v/as a Pole employed fron 1940 the organisation 

.TODT. until' his reorultinen’C in December 1942 by the SD-Absohnitt Klagenfurt, 
That Stelle then handed SWEDKOWIOZ over to Amt Vly whore VI P/O recruited 
him for a sabotage and subversive ifiissiori. The Untornehmen Otto had only 
recently been created -under the order of HBMLER (see Liquidation Report on 
Gruppo VI P) and. the. Nahoros-Oston Abtoilung came under the control of Hastuf 
MANDL,. later of Gruppo VI E. SVffiDKOVTOZ was trained in sabotage, h£mdling 
of weapons, and cypher, but not in W/T as his channel of oonmunication was 
to be by letter to a cover-address in Prague, After about five months 
intermittent training SWEDKOV^IOZ was finally despatched early in Juily via 
Austria, Jugoslavia and Greebe to proceed through Turkey to either Palostino 
or Syria with instructions to Join the Polish Poroes or obtain employment 
in sc3me capacity with the Poles, posing as a refugee. Once established he 
^7as to communicate through his cover-address giving details of his location, 
wten steps would be taken to contact him through. another agent, SWEDKOWICZ 
crossed the Turkish frontier on July 20th and gave hiniself up to the Turkish 
police, but v/as soon broken under interrogation,

The Merz mission remains still uncertain as to its exact 
Krimioaloberassis’toritj^SlEM bad been a member of the Kripo since 
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1935, who in the course of 19 W been active on behalf of Gx^uppe 
VI D of iiint IV in Poland conibatting Polish rosistanco movements. In 
the course cf this work MERZ became acquainted with the leader of a 
Polish movement who openly suggested a rapprochement between the 
movement and the Gormans, also suggesting that contact should bo made 
with' the Polish forces’ in’ the Middle-East with a view to presenting a 
united Front against the Russians, The suggestion did not meet with 
officia l a pproval but later wl^^en MERZ had been transferred to the Sip o 
TlambiirgT^wasm to iiint VI through the roccanmendation cf EYLITZ 

of VJ ;C whose acquaintancoy^o had made a few months before at a Kom^ 
course and who v/as dwarO of. 'his Middle-Ea&t plan, . It v/as nprw suggested 
that the plan bo put into operation urider Amt VI control. The subsequent 
events loading up. 'to the actual mission are complicated in the extreme 
and irrelevant to the purpose of this publication; in October 1943 
MERZ. was sent on a mission *kimlar to that given to SWEDKOWICZ, that 
is to establish contacts in the Middle-East v/ith Polish circles, and 
once these contacts had been established, Amt VI* could exploit them 
to its own advantage. It was intended in due course to organise a 
sabotage net^/ork working against the supply lines through Irak and Iran, 
The sabotage side of this mission came under MAkoL of VI P/O, Tifhilo 
the espionage aspect was dealt with by VI 0 13, MERZ was broken, and then 
not completely, only after lohg and detailed interrogation. His mission 
of course was a failure, 

(®) Emannuel Oase:- 



. The Eninanuei case represented the first attempts of VI 0 13 
in the course of 1943 to strengthen its links fran Berlin to the Middle 
East through Athens and Turkey, Since the end of 1942, VI C 13 had had 
representatives in Athens firstly through EILITZ, subsequently through 
TAPEENBOEd^ and finally KOHIHAAS, their f unction being to facilitate the

Paris follov/ing 
on his arrest in Southern Prance early in 1944, after it had been learned 
that he had a knowledge of Syria, After a short stay in Berlin under VI 
C 13 CHAGUN and his wife were sent in the first stage of their, mission to 
Athens where they were looked after by KOHLJLblS and. y/hore they were intro- 
duced to their W/T operator SLAMA, who had rooelvcjd his training v/ith the 
Mufti groux^ at the Hague and Lohnitz, The mission given to the Chacun 
group was to organise a political espionage network in the Damascus area. 
The party v/as arrested on landing on. the Turkish coast.

The Le.tay mission clokely resembled that of the Chaoj^ groi^ 
li^AT v/as recruited at the’ biid of 1943 by VI 0 13 through Stuboi^j^^TTL 
of VI E^^j ;j,fitei ^MOTHA had f a’^ed to. persuade him to Join thb still-bom 
^ Nca?m^^ expoditioh. It had been planned that LBTAY would be despatched to 
Syria through KDHLHAAS in Athens and IMiANUEL in Turkey but this arrange- 
ment fell through ailc^ only after considerable delay was USTAY finally sent 
on his mission late in August 1944. LET4Y surrendered on arrival and con- 
fessed to the nature d£ his mission. 



(h) The Rizos Gase ;- 

Th(^ ^izo3 ^imission Y/as. the last’ effort of VI 0 in the Middle 
East, RIZOS had been active on behalf of the Italian I,S. as early as 1941 
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and was responsible for the recruitment of several agents despatched to 
the Middle East from Italy, On the collapse of Itely he was contacted 
by. the Oermans and questioned about the agents for whom he had been 
responsible, Quite contrary to fact RIZOS succeeded in persuading 
TilPPENBQECK of VI O .I 3 that a network still otdsted and suggested that 
ho bo sent to revive it in the interests of Amt VI. In July ^9Uh■ 
KOHLHAAS became case officer for the enterprise and RIZOS Ws sent to 
Berlin for final training. He was sent on his mission on February ,1945 
and was arrested in Turkey on arrival and handed over to the British 
authorities, A notev»rorthy feature of the mission was tho large sum of 
£50,000 carried by RIZOS, 



(i) . The Atlas Expedition ;- 






THo Atlas expedition to Palestine in October 1944 
the only effort on the part of Gruppe VI .0 to os^loit the Mufti^group, 
which , J p r nej ^ly tv/o years %xd been a source of considerable y<Mcpenso to 
the^jSti During the course of 1.943> thp Mufti group of agoifts had been . 
under training in sabotage and V^/t but no clear picture tjilr their use 
seems ever to have been established by VI 0, In point ^ fact tho 
Atlas expedition Was conceived in its. initial stages by Dr, )fofcRCH of 
Gruppe VI G (p or schungs, telle Orient) 'vriio submitted tpyGRA^^^ta^eT^ . 
1943 o. detailed p^n which he entitled the ' Operatio n lElias * setting 
out a comprehensive course of action to;:^e adopted by 'AmV VI to escploit 
the Atab sitimtion, LOROH’s nephew fobl’b^/IEIAJTO. f ormerly of the 
Lohrregiment Brandenburg offered his services for a mission on Palestine 
both to Alwehr I and II before being .accepted by Amt VI. YflELAND now 
took over the EMas expedition;, renaming it Atlas, at the. same time 
making use of the)^toregiment Brandenburg to suitable material for 
personnel. Prom, this source he f inally rocruited.Lt. FRANK and Ober-r 
feldwebei DEININGER, Llais.on was established with the Mufti groira from 
which two further agents vrere recruited A.bdu]^(li^T]F and BhssaH^^AI^^ 
Preparations for the expedition oecupied the grea,tor part ot' 1944, 
involving much discussion with the Mufti regarding the control of the 
mission, it being finally decided that tho technical preparations should 
be in the hands of WIELAI© and Gruppe VI 0, but that on landing the 
German part of the group should merely act as a link between the Arab 
part and tho Mufti, The mission given to the o:q)edition was likewise in two 
parts, the Arabs to organise guorrila bands to work against Jews and 
Jewis h in terests in Palestijjo and control th<an, the German party to 
^-pr«v±flS^ho YiT^^-cnaimunicatio^ and aot as technical advisors in- the 
training of the Guerilla bands. It was agreed that the German party 
would not undertake any independent action. * 



The eiqpoaition finally started in October 1-92f4 after some 
delay, YYIELAND,. PRANK and liAITIP being, arrested eleven days after landing, 

■ Tho, Iraqui Expedition'; - 

The Iraqui parachute expedition which landed in Iraq in 
November 1944 consisted of four agents of the Mufti group who had 
undergone sabotage and W/T training at the Hagu<S and Lehnitz, The 
.draining and planning of the operations v/ero much more under the control 
of the Mvitf t4 than in the oase of ’Atlas* and it is noteworthy that no 
GemYxns were included in the party. The mission given to the group was 
that of organising armed bands to fight the Jews both in Palestine and 
Iraq so that in substance the mission had an aim similar to the Atlas 
expedition. Of the party, two v^ere arrested almMf immediately, the 
other two, .. including the leader .of thq party Aby ^Ajj ^. managing to escape. 
It is not ^newn what success or otherwise was "c^uilned' by the two agents 
remaining at libbr^ty.

Amt VI activity in tho Par East, had boon on a very rostrioted scale • 
as a rosult of official policy v/hich regarded Japan* as on ally to 
bo trusted, falling into the ssjao category as Italy, whoro tho 
Puohrorbefohl had forbidden espionogo activitios of any kind. It v/as 
considorod that a tiuo picture of tho situation in the East co\^d 
bo obtained through official channels and through the various Japanese 
reprosphtativoa in Borlin itsolf. The official attitude to Japan was 
a friendly ono, but neither v/bikaUCH had • displayed the same confidence 
in their ally. Their e however no recognised link between the 
intolligonco services of the tv/o countries though to a lessor extent 
contact had boon ostablishod '*Uirough Onodora in Stockholm and through 
a contact of M0Y2ISCH in Ankara. 

5 • Activitios after Groation of Abt VI G 4 

This official attitude continued to exist until tho 
end but with tho oroaidon of Abt VI C 4 in Soptombor 1944 tho 
unofficial attitude xmdorv/ent a marked chango.

This activity 
mot with no littlo succoss as the specialists in the Gfuppe already 
had v^oll established contacts in Japanese circles and in a short 
time the Abtoilung not only issued a monthly report giving a 
gonoral picture of the Par Eastern situation but also issued an 
appendix to the report forecasting tho trond of future events. 

This type of \7ork against the Japanese was groatly facilitated 
by the attitude of the Abtoilung itsolf A7hich tended to be anti- 
Japaneso in contrast to the of ficioJ policy. This development in 
VI C 4 activity howovur v/as of short duration as by tho end of the 
year all VI C activity v/as devoted to tho situation on tho Russian 
Front.

10. Conclusion ;- 

It is not difficult to arrive at tlio conclusion that tho 
v/ork of Abt VI C 4 was a failure; tho roasoni for this failure liavo 
boon aptly siunmarisod by tho Eoforent himsolf, ^fTJrRAUCH, who has ' 
poin ±adf'6u^t>> iho lac k -of co^^oporation from tho Foreign Office, lack of 
qualified personnel, the enormous distances involved, lack of directive 
from higher levels, and the general lack of interest in 'Pejr iSastorn 
matters. The Abtoilung had no indopendont sourcos of its own and was 
hardly competent to handlo what informs.tion it did rocoiva from other 
sourcos, mostly ovort.
